E^en 
while realdlns here Henry held bis 
court first at Westminster and then at 
Whitehall after he had taken the Iff- 
ter palace from WoUer. It uaa n t 
until 1697. -when Whitehall was di> 
stroyed by flra. that St, Jamos* pal- 
ace- became the London residence of 
mooarcha.—London Standard.

SURGERY ON THE SKULL 


Th* Oparatfon of Trepanning Was 


Common In Ancient Tim**. 


WhUe the 
medical profession 
l.i 


agreed tbat some rou^h form of *ur> 
g*ry must bare existed from very an- 
cient timea, It bus always been a mat- 
ter of wonder tbat »o complex and deil- 
cale an operation as trepanning should 
also be one ot tbe oldest 


There Is authentic record, of tbl» op- 


eration dating back to the "time of Hip- 
pocrates, who '-wrote treatises on frac- 
tures,'dislocations ana -vrouuds of tim 
bead, wherein ba described the method 
of urocedure to be followed In tho case 
of a fractured tkull. Els Idea was to 
cut aivny a piece of bone'so that the 
pressure on the brain might be relieved. 


'jCbe annuls of tbls era also show that 


a file was used for this purpose, which, 
at a time •when modern anaesthetics 
were unknown, must have been, to say 
the least, palnlot. 


According to Holmes, tbe operation 


of removing pieces of bone was per- 
formed long before historic times. Tho 
effects on the skull are easily «een after 
death and are risible as long as tha 
bones are preserved. From Inspection 
of certain skulls of tbe later stone ago 
In ancient Britain there has been de- 
rived the conclusion that some ot theso 
had undergone the operation, which 
must have been performed with a mtona 
Implement.—Earper's Weekly.
